‘Israel denied 
right to 
make F-16’

WASHINGTON. — President Ford 
has tentatively denied requests by 
Israel to obtain subcontract rights 
for co-production of the F-16 fighter 
plane, according to "Aviation Week”. 


The magazine said that Ford's 
rejection of the Israeli request came 
during bis recent meetings in Wash- 
ington with Prime Minister Rabin. 

Israel, which has requested F-16 
planes for delivery in the 1980s to 
supplement its existing fleet of 
Phantom F-4 jet fighters and 25 
F-15 air superiority bombers sche- 
duled for delivery next year, had 
sought U.S. permission to build sub- 
components of the aircraft at the 
Israel Aircraft Industries. 

“Aviation Week” reported that a 
Defence Department position paper, 
however, which has been accepted 
by the White House so far, opposes 
granting Israel co-production rights 
because this would further transfer 
advanced technology to Israel. -The 
position paper opposes this. 

“Pentagon officials say Israel has 
used U.S. technology infusions in 
the past to compete effectively 
against American military and com- 
mercial hardware on the export 
market,” the magazine said. Israeli 
officials deny this. ; 

In a related development, “Avia- 
tion Week” also reported that the 
Defence Department is considering 
dispatching a US. navy technical

The conference is being attended 
by 1,200 delegates from 30 coun- 
tries including 350 Americans, and 
100 Israelis of whom 35 are immig- 
rants from the Soviet Union. 

The U.S. senator went on: “Au- 
thoritarian governments like the So- 
viet Union are not wholly insensi- 
tive to world opinion. Communist 
Movements in Western European 
countries are being held to account 
for oppressive practices in the So- 
viet Union.” 

Church said that he was »speak- 
ing in the great tradition of the 
Western democracies in affirming 
that Soviet Jews had a right, not 
just a privilege to leave the Soviet 
Union, and to live unhampered as 
Jews. 

Church claimed that American 
opinion was troubled by the im- 
pression thatits leadership was not 
holding the Soviet Union to its 
solemn commitments, particularly 
concerning human rights and So- 
viet Jews. 

The senator said that, as a senior 
Member of the U.S. Senate commit- 
tee on foreign relations, he would 
keep watch to ensure his govern- 
Ment insisted that the Soviet au- 
thorities respected the Helsinki 
agreement on easing bars to travel 
and emigration, “We should view 
the subject of this conference, not 
as a topic apart, but within the 
framework of the overall relation- 
ship between the American and Rus- 
sian Governments.” 

“We must be equally firm that 
a valued ally, Israel, however 
beleaguered or seemingly isolat- 
ed, wiH, without question, be 
provided with the means to de- 
fend itself against threatening 
enemies.” 

Recalling the conditions under 
which Jewish and other detainees 
were held in the Soviet Union, Se- 
nator Church said: “Tt is an abo- 
mination to incarcerate in a hos- 
pital for the insane a mentaily com- 
petent man merely because he holds 
dissident views or manifests his 
desire to leave the Soviet Union.”

bin said a “positive response” by the 
Soviet Union to Jewish demands 
for free emigration and cultural and 
religious rights would be “an im- 
portant contribution to a better 
world climate.”

Paris jumps Mart gun, 
recognizes MPLA 


France yesterday became the first 
major Western country to recog- 
nize the regime of the Soviet- 
backed MPLA movement in An- 
gola. The eight other members of 
the Common Market are expected 
to follow France's lead. Observers 
say that some Mart members are 
upset at the French refusal to 
wait before granting recognition. 

A British spokesman told corres- 
pondents the issue was discussed 
by political directors of the Com- 
munity states in Luxembourg on 
Monday, “but it was not possible 
to achieve a common position” on 
timing the announcement. 

Britain had been pressing its 
partners for concerted action — a 
statement announcing recognition by 
the Community combined with a 
call for an end to all foreign in- 
tervention in Angola. Most Com. 
munity countries supported the 
Idea, officials reported, but the 
French insisted on acting alone and 
first. 


Sources in London said that most 
Mart members shared Britain's view

13 held after 
gang murder

TIBERIAS. — In what is believed 
to be an underworld settling of ac- 
counts, Ahmed Salameh, 24, of Na- 
zareth, was shot dead at the en- 
trance to the Arbel nightclub here 
on Monday night. 

Earlier in the evening, Salameh 
had been one of a group involved 
in 8 fight at the Vered cafe in the 
downtown district. He is known to 
hsve driven back to Nazareth and 
to have returned to the Vered late 
at night with 15 men. They went 
on to the Arbel in the Hiryat 
Shmuel quarter. While they were 
standing on the pavement, a jeep 
stopped near the club and called 
out Salameh's name according to 
an eye witness. When he approach. 
ed the car, a pistol shot was fired 
at him by one of the passengers. 
He died instantly. 

Police combed the area and ar- 
rested five Jews in Tiberias and 
eight Arabs in Nazareth and Kafr 
Kana. Some of them are known to 
Police as having engaged in pros- 
titution and drug rackets. 

The arrested are reportedly refa- 
sing to cooperate with police. They 
will be brought to court to be re- 
manded this morning.

Cireassians learn 
to read and write 
in mother tongue 


For the first time in their history. 
Circassion youths in Israel are 
learning to read and write in their 
own language. 


The curriculum in the schools at 
Rihaniya and Kafr Kama, the two 
Cireassian villages in Galilee, this 
year included study of the language. 
Emmanuel Koplevitz, director of 
the Arabic department of the Edu- 
cation Ministry, said yesterday. 


Untii now. Israeli Circassians 
could not read or write in thelr 
mother tongue and studies in the 
local schools were conducted in 
Arabic, Koplevitz said. 


Two years ago the Education 
Ministry invited an American pro- 
fessor, who specializes in the Clr- 
cassian language, to come to Israel 
and teach it to the residents of Ri- 
haniya and Kafr Kama. Under his 
guidance, one of the community 
Members prepared the first Circas- 
sian textbook which was published 
at the beginning of the current aca- 
demic year. 

Koplevitz added that the Ministry 
is encouraging a young local intel- 
lectual to compile an anthology of 
Circassian folktales in order to pre- 
serve the until-now oral folk tradi- 
tion of the group.

TZUBARI WILL MAKE 
IT TO THE TOP

coaches Angela Buxton and Jimmy

Paulina 
was the first beneficiary of the 
special sponsorship scheme for top 
Israeli girl tennis players, run in 
conjunction with the local fawn ten- 
nis association. After only a year 
under their tutelage, Paulina made 
8. dramatic rise from around 300th 
to 20th in the standard women's 
world rankings for 1974. 

Buxton said that Hagit’s game, 
as well as ‘her personaiity, bears 
“am umcanny resemblance” to that 
of American Althea Gibson, with 
whom she won the Wimbledon dou- 
dles in 1956. (Gibson, the first black 
competitor to gain a title at Wim- 
bledon, went on to take two singles 
crowns there.)

‘Capitalist roaders’ are 
under fire in China 


press charged yesterday that “ca- 
Pitalist roaders” had split the Com- 
munist Party's Central Committee 
and hinted that a major power 
struggle was underway. 

A front-page article in the party 
newspaper ‘People’s Daily” reported 
that rightists opposed to Chairman 
Mao Tse-tung had “usurped', the 
leadership of some departments. 

Sinologists said the article, which 
was broadcast over Peking Radio. 
reflected serious divisions in the Pe- 
king hierarchy following the death 
of Premier Chou En-lai last month, 

In a surprise move earlier this 
month China named Public Security 
Minister Hua Kuo-feng as Acting 
Premier. 

Since then a nation-wide anti- 
rightist movement has gathered 
force and wall posters have ap- 
peared in universities attacking Se- 
nior Vice-Premier Teng Hsiao-ping. 
who had been generally expected to 
succeed Chou. 


Although the posters have not 
named Teng, they wnmistakably 
allude to him as “China's second 
new Khrushchev,” “a stringpuller” 
aod “a capitalist roader” — the term 
used for Mao’s enemies during the 
tumultuous cultural revolution of 
1960s. 


Yesterday's article said rightist 
deviationists had deliberately misin- 
terpreted Mao's edicts in order to 
restore capitalism and to introduce 
revisionism. 

“The capitalist roaders in the par- 
ty are the root cause of split,” the 
article said. “By confounding black 
and white they unscrupulously split 
the Central Committee of the Party 
headed by Chairman Mao and 
directed the spearhead against the 
great leader Chairman Mao.” 

The article claimed that in some 
departments “capitalist roaders” had 
usurped leadership and praised 
bourgeois intellectuals to the sky in 
an attempt to put them above party 
comunittees. (Reuter) 


IRA bombs

Johnson said the 21-year-old news- 
paper heiress was held in the cup- 
board — 47-cms wide and 15- 
metres long — for four and a half 
weeks. 


The flat was one of two in which 
she says she was held by the SLA 
after being kidnapped in Feb- 
ruary 1974. 

Miss Hearst is being tried on 
bank robbery charges in one of 
America's most sensational cases. 

Her main lawyer, F. Lee Bailey, 
says three brainwashing will 
testify how techniques used in Ko- 
rea on U.S. prisoners were employed 
crudely on Miss Hearst.

The warrants of arrest issued by 
the Rome State Attorney were the 
first in the bribery scandal, which 
is said to involve Holland, West Ger- 
many and Japan as well as Italy. 

The State Attorney charged the 
two — attorney Ovidio Lefebvre Do- 
vidio di Balsorano de Clunieres, des- 
cendant of French nobility, and the 
woman executive, Maria Fava — 
with corruption. The accusations 
followed raids on Lefebvre's law 
firm and confiscation of bank re- 
cords.

AT DANCE CONCERTS the move-

But Sunday evening's performance 
at Binyenei Ha'ooma was an excep- 
tion, for after the Israel Philhar- 
monic Orchestra had played Verdi 
and Shostakovich, the two Batsheva 
Company dance numbers that follow- 
ed could only be regarded as move- 
ment accompaniments to music. 
This approach to watching and listen- 
ing emphasized for me the dominant 
role of music in the dance experience. 

The Batsheva performers were in 
excellent form, although I have seen 
the ensemble reach greater peaks of 
unison excitment. Rina Schenfeld 
and Roger GSriant were especially 
outstanding. Both of the dance com- 
positions were composed especially 
for this company: ‘‘Mythical 
Hunters” by Glen Tetley in 1965 to 
“Visions” by Partos; and ‘'Trek" by 
Norman Morrice to Poulenc's 
“Concerto for Organ” in 1975. Both 
compositions were abstracted 
metaphors: In the first, sex is por- 
trayed asa a hunting ritual in which 
the predatory male is as much a vic- 
tim as the female he snares. In the se- 
cond, life is a journey in which brief 
sexual encounters figure along the 
way. Both compositions showed an 
influence of Martha Graham's style 
of movement contours and dynamic 
tensions. 

Despite all their similarities, I 
found Tetley's choreography preten- 
tious and bombastic, while the 
Morrice piece was interesting and 
pleasurable. Tetley’s choreography 
was first of all replete with Grabam 
mannerisms and even with 
quotations from some of her works: 
the men's opening paraliels the 
women's circle in “Dark Meadow" 
as does the adagio procession of men 
carrying women. More serious than 
his copying of mannerisms was 
Tetley's superimposition of almast 
hysterical emotion on the ritual par- 
ticipanta, the tension did not arise 
trom the closing-in of hunters and 
prey nor was it built up. We were 
merely shown its presence. 

Morrice, on the other hand, 
developed and varied his themes and 
along the way created many in- 
triguing visual and dynamic 
patterns. What emotion there was, 
was embodied in the action. The 
Poulenc score for ‘Trek"’ with its 
long melodic lines, pleasing har- 
monies and gratifying structure un- 
doubtedty contributed to my pleasure 
in the second dance. 7

Close examina- 
tion revealed that It was a greater 
shearwater, not known east of Sar- 
dinia. In fact, at this time of the year 
it should be on its way to Tristan da 
Cunha in the South Atlantic, the only 
place in the world where it breeds. 

Both specimens heve been preserv- 
ed and are in the collection of the Tel 
Aviv University.

Those who start with a raw van, 
costing around $4,000 (about

least another $4,000 on their: 
customizing job, but now Ford, 
Dodge and Chevrolet, the three top 
van-makers, have entered the field 
with hotly competitive show vans of 
their own, These commercial ver- 
sions, however, are inevitably un- 
iform in appearance — Holiday Inn 
rooms on wheels — but they can be 
added to by the imaginative. 

The commercial show van costs a 
minimum of $6,000 but many have 
been-so “improved” by customizing 
that their owners say the value can 
rise to $30,000 or more, No one seems 
to know how the craze began.

LONDON. — Cairo will allow busi- 
messes to “buy themselves off” thé 
Arab boycott blacklist, “The Times” 
reported yesterday. 

The blacklisted companies are 
being told it will help their case 
if they match their investments in 
Israel with investments in an Arab 
country. The paper said senior 
Egyptian ‘government officials made 
this clear in talks at.the Second 
Quadrilateral Businessmen's Con- 
ference on Economic Inter-depen- 
dence In Tehran last November.

Facing up to the 
EEC challenge 


HAIFA, Israel's metal and 
electronics industries cannot only 
survive the impact of association 
with the European Common Market 
(EEC) and a treaty with the U.S. 
abolishing customs duties on ind- 
ustrial products as of this year, 
but can make the most of the 
challenge and develop competitive 
exports to the world's largest and 
strongest markets. 


This was the consensus at a day- 
long meeting of industrial executives 
from the North at the Shulamit 
Hotel here last week.

The general manager of Soltam 
(who is also chairman of the 
metals section of the Economic Con- 
ference) cited a French industrialist's 
experience when his country entered 
the Common Market. 


“First we were afraid of the 
Germans, their organizing skill, 
their standards and know-hsw,” the 
Frenchman said. ‘That fear spurred 
us tb meet the contest head on. The 
long term result has been that we 
are catching up with the Germans. 
We are still No. 2 in Europe, but 
the lag is shrinking. Had it not been 
for the German challenge, French 
industry wouldn't have grown as it 
did.

WHEN ISRAELI SOLDIERS crossed the Suez Canal in the 
final days of the Yom Kippur War, they discovered 

amounts of Soviet-made weapons and ammunition, abandoned 
by the retreating Egyptian troops. The sheer quantities were 
beyond any conceivable wartime Egyptian needs. The only ra- 
tional explanation was that much of the deserted equipment 
had been stockpiled by the Soviets for their own use elsewhere. 

This would have been completely in line with the established 
Soviet practice of “leasing” military hardware to client states. 
The client keeps the arms on its own territory, saving the 
Soviets inventory space, but ownership remains with the Kremlin 
until the arms have been paid up in full. Meanwhile the equip- 
ment may be delivered by the Soviets, on their terms, to third 
parties in circumstances favourable to Soviet interests. 

It was this very arrangement which enabled the Soviet Union 
in 1972 to rush the arms from Egypt to India which assured 
the defeat of the army of Pakistan. 

The arrangement came to an end after the Yom Kippur War, 
with the gradual weakening of ties and the rise of antagonism 
between Cairo and Moscow. But the Soviet Union was not slow 
in finding ready substitutes for Egypt as stockpiling centres 
for its interventionist aims. To the west of Egypt there was 
Libya, previously the Kremlin's déte noire, which has lately 
received more Soviet weaponry than it could man for several 
years. And to the east, there was Syria. 

The prodigious amounts of arms which the Soviet Union has 
showered upon Syria during the past two years have only in 
part been meant to compensate the Syrian army for the losses 
in the Yom Kippur War and to prepare it for another encounter 
with Israel. A vast section of the Syrian arsenal is designated 
as strategic reserve which the Soviets are entitled to despatch 
wherever they please in Asia or in Africa. 

This is now confirmed by intelligence reports, quoted in this 
week's issue of “Time” magazine, which state that “Syria has 
become 8 sort of stockpile from which Soviet planes, guns and 
tanks can be. drawn for service in trouble spots like Angole.” 
There is little doubt that much of the Soviet armour used by 
Cuban troops to win the Angolan war for the MPLA — and 
therefore for the Soviet Union — thas indeed come from stocks 
in Syria. 

According to the “Time” version, the stockpiled Soviet arms 
in Syria are manned not by Soviet “advisers,” as was the case 
in Egypt, but by Cubans, of whom there are reported to be 
some 4,000. This is now denied by Israel sources in a position 
to know. The only Cubans in Syria, we are assured, 
consisted of one armoured division deployed in the Golan 
Heights during the war of attrition which followed the October 
1973 cease-fire, and they have long been gone. 

But this is a matter of minor importance. It may in any 
ease be assumed that the Cubans, had they still been here, 
would have avoided getting caught in an Israeli-Syrian cross- 
fire. What is of cardinal importance, on the other hand, is the 
fact that Syria has now become an acknowledged springboard 
for aggressive Soviet intervention all over the Third World. 
Yesterday it was Angola, tomorrow it may be Angola’s neigh- 
bours, Zaire or Zambia, or any other country considered ripe 
for the imposition of neo-colonialism Soviet-style. 

This is one fact that must be borne in mind in assessing 
Syria's current moves for expansion of its influence and control 
west towards Lebanon and south towards Jordan.

Firstly, because a 
proper assessment of Soviet in- 
dustrial and military power is vital to 
the understanding of the global 
balance of power. Secondly, because 
a correct analysis of Soviet perfor- 
mance may help a great many 
nations the world over who are eager 
to find out whether they would profit 
from application of the Soviet 
economic and social model. 

Western experts, regardless of 
polities, are virtually unanimous in 
their verdict that the Soviet system of 
planning is not working very well at 
all. The system may rightfully claim 
success in focusing national 
resources on certain priority pro- 
jects, such as the construction of the 
mammoth Kama River truck fac- 
tory, in the Tartar republic. But even 
there success is only a hair's breadth 
away from dismal failure, as shown 
inthe fact that the Kama River plant, 
buitt with Western machinery, is 
already behind schedule, and will
